CHINA NEW YEAR. 
a 


.China New Year, the greatest of the4 
| national holidays of the Chinese people, 
with all its noises and merriment, its music 
and other delights to the celestial is once 
more with us. 
festival, 


As everyone knows, ‘this 
like our Easter, isa movable feast, 
and, as a matter of fact “ New Year falls on 
the first new moon after the sun enters 
Aquarius, which makes it come not before 
January 2ist and not later than February 
roth.” ‘The Chinese year, being lunar,con- 
tains fewer days than our solar year, and to 
correct this discrepancy seven times in every 
nineleen years, an intercalary month is 
inserted, and so this difference is adjusted. 


’ Every cursory reader of Chinese history vis 


aware that Chinese New Year was nol always 
celebrated at the same. time as at present. 
The founders of the old dynasties, if one 
may believe the histories of those limes, used 
to mark the commencement of their reigns 
by changing the date of the new year. It 
would not, perhaps, interest our readers to 
extend our remerks on this point, and it will 
be sufficient toremark that the oldest dynasty 
of which we have any knowledge, began the 
year in. our February; that the succeeding 
one selected January, whilst the famous 
Chau dynasty, under which Confucius 
flourished, commenced at the winter sol- 
stice in December. ‘In this way each con- 


queror marked his exhaltation to the throne. 


in a very emphatic manner. But whilst few 
of our readers will be attracted by these 
antiquarian questions, all must be interested 
in the important festival as we see it to-day. 
The great activity among the Chinese at 
this season of the year, show the innate 


vigour of their race, and their ceremonies 


and customs will serve as an indes to their 
thoughts and ideas. It is a time of intense 
energy and excitement, Yet even here their 
ingrained habits are not forgotten. Most 
people know that in a Chinese city it is the 
tule for vendors of the same commodity to 
congregale together in the same street. 
Hence all the shops of one street will Sell 
shoes, of another scrolls, and so on, In 
passing alone Bonhatn Strand, Jeivois Street 
and other thoroughfares in that locality, one 
sees the same peculiarity obtains, evenin their 
temporary stalls, and it will be observed that 
most of the things offered for sale ‘on these 
occasions, are luxuries for the house or for 
the palate. To see this annual sale ih full 
swing, however, one should visit the cigh- 
teenth street in Canton, which on ordinary 
occasions is devoted to the sale of curios and 
foreign goods. The entire street—one af the 
finest of Canton—isliterally jammed with peo- 
ple, and one can only move with the moving 
mass, as a rock embedded ina glacier, must 
move with the ice. Much business is done 
in more than the recognised way. ‘This, too, 
is the great harvest of pickpockets. Visitors 
have their gold-rimmed spectacles snatched 
from their faces, and on ‘returning home 
will find the pockels of their ulster cut open 
and. the contents extracted. Or New 
Year's eve occasionally, an article of value 
may be secured ata reasonable price, and 
in‘Hongkong this has become a recognised 
fact as witness the bartering at the fair. To 
stand by the side of one of those-typical stalls 
is a study in itself and affords a capital 
insight into The cuteness of the Oriental 
as he offers his goods to the bargain hunter. 
Usually however, like the “Cheap Jacks” 
at home, the sellers, though selling at a 
ruinous price, are careful to'guard their own 
interests, and are quite as contented with 
their transactions, as vendors, as the enthu: 
Vsiastic foreigners are as purchasers. -But 
one of the most striking results of the advent 
of the New Year is the complete cessation, 
on the part of all persons, from every 
kind of work, and worry. Perhaps there is 
no, country ‘in the world where people work 
so many hours as in China without a break, 
and accept the situation 80 complacently.. 
True, ‘some of the: workers cease work at, 
times, but-no-gerieral rest is proclaimed.
